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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application has been reviewed by the examiner and meets all formal and 
substantive (i.e., statutory) requirements and the language of the claims is enabled by, 
and finds adequate descriptive support in the application disclosure as originally filed. 
The primary reason for the allowance of the claims is the presence of limitations in the 
independent claim(s), which are not found in the prior art references. The examiner 
believes that the record of the prosecution as a whole makes clear his reasons for 
allowing a claim or claims. However, the examiner would like to point out one or more 
specific reasons and/or limitations that the prior art fails to disclose and/or make 
obvious. Hence, the prior art fails to disclose and/or make obvious in a bar material 
supply device a plurality of rollers arranged on both sides of the axis to hold the push 
rod on the axis therebetween, one of the plurality of rollers being constituted as a driving 
roller which is rotated by a driving body, and at least one of the other rollers excluding 
the driving roller being constituted as a driven roller which is rotated without any 
slippage with the push rod; and rotation detection means for detecting the rotation of the 
driven roller.
